The fire In-the town of Maine has 
bees'burning: for several months, 
underneath the surface of a. swamp. 
Several cows -were burned 
when 


they Trendered into the marsh and 
broke through the surface. The firs 
covering an area estimated at about 
200 acres, tras approaching several 
fanners?1 homes when they appealed 
to the' sheriff for aid. The sheriff in 
zetum referred the appeal to the 
town chalnnan. Arthur Sergsbaken. 
He.engaged several men to dig a 
ditch about the burning area to pre- 
vent_its spreading.; 
It is possible, when 
driving 


through the county, to find dozens 
of places where-fires have started 
at the roadside, usually from a dis- 
carded cigaret or match, casually 
thrown from a passing car. Other 
fires, it -wOl be found, were started 
by careless hunters. Aside fronv the 
damage caused to the woods anc 
lands,-there is always danger of loss 
of farm buildings and even of hu- 
man life, farmers point out. 


:- "While grass fires are not so spec- 
tacular* as so-called forest fires, nev- 
ertheless, it >"»" been found that the 
damage they do is incalculable. 
"When a, grass fire fras passed the 
average person scarcely believes that 
-any 
damage has-been done to trees, 


because the leaves may-stOl be green 
and apparently healthy. These-fires, 
•however, strike at the -life of the 
•free as surely as the "top-fire" or 
forest fire. .' 
' ' 


Flames Sear.Bark 
. The flames sear the bark- about 
the base of the tree trunk and after 
a .few days 'or -weeks, the leaves be- 
gan to .-wither .and fall. The folio-w- 
ing-spring these trees stand, out -with 
•starfe-branches and trunks, attest- 
rns to the-devastating damage of the 
grass.fire. 
:- Sometimes, the' farmers declare, 
jgrass. fires develop into -what is 
known as ground fires, .the type 
rwhich is; now burning in the town of 
XMaine- A smaller area is "burning in 
the town, ,of .Liberty. 
.These fires 
.travel more • slowly than a grass or 
"forest fire, but they travel as surely. 
-Because the fiames often are far 
rnndefground it is difficult to fight 
Ithis type of blaze. Large quantities 
..-of" water, enough, to soak through 
the ground and quench the fiames, 
are said to be the only effective 
••method of fighting such -names. But 
^usually -water in such quantities is 
Jnot available -where these fires oc- 
"cuf. 
. ' - _ _ - 
j As a result'life is-burned" out of 
gthe ground, often to "a. depth of sev- 
?erai feet; leaving nothing but ashes 
Tand barren ~so3 behind. Cattle some- 
times wander onto burning areas, 
"which, show no signs of fire on the 
-surface,. break, through into 
the 


flames below andrperish. 
• In .the northern part of the state 
the conservation commission has-or- 
ganized a forestry department equip- 
ped for fighting fires as well-as for 
reforesting .cut-over and burned-over 
lands. 


Organize Districts 


The country is divided into dis- 
tricts averaging 1,200,000 acres in 
size and equipped -with-ton and 
half-ton trucks provided "with fire 
fighting equipment such as pumps, 
hose, shovels, picks", etc. A new type 
consisting of a truck and trailer and 
.equipped with a 300 gallon per min- 
ute centrifugal -water pump has also 
been provided for use in the central 
part of the state where ground. or 
peat fires occur. It is believed to be 
the best equipment available for 
fighting such fires. The unit is so 
designed, that there can be one out- 
let .carrying 1.500 feet of two and 
one-half 'inch" hose,, or two. outlets 
supplying water to 750 feet each of 
two and one-half inch hose. It is al- 
so possible by the use of reducing 
Siamese, couplings to take two leads 
of one-and-one-half Inch .hose from 
each- of the other leads. This makes 
it .possible, to have .four nozzle en.'s 
in use -when the unit can be placed 
close to the "fire. 
Throughout the 


drainage districts there are drainage 
ditches from which the water supply 
wfll be obtained, though as a result 
of the prolonged drought that source 
of supply- Is.more likely to fail than 
would be the case in' normal years.

CHINA AND GOVERNMENT 


WHEAT 


Among the many suggestions offered 


concerning disposal of surplus wheat is 
one from John E. Baker, an American 
engineer who is adviser to the Minis- 
try of Railways in Nanking. Ten mil- 
lion persons in Central China are fac- 
ing immediate famine and starvation, 
with many other millions in certain 
later need, by reason of the floods in 
the Yangtse. Mr. Baker proposed that 
the American Farm board sell, on long- 
term 
credits, this wheat to China, 


where the need is for five million bush- 
els per month for the next six months. 


The sense of this proposal was that, 


besides feeding the hungry and saving 
lives, it would lessen a standing threat 
to the American wheat market. Stor- 
age charges for these millions of bush- 
els would end and room be made for 
the new crop. 


The unsettled conditions in China 


cause apprehension as to her 
future 


ability or inclination to pay, but the 
chance of loss is no greater than would 
result from carrying this large store of 
impounded wheat in an already glut- 
ted market and'with storage charges 
rapidly wiping out the investment. 


With respect to payment, a supple- 


mentary proposal has been suggested 
that, instead of selling on unduly leni- 
ent credits, the wheat be exchanged for 
silver, another commodity glutting the 
world's markets, and of which China 
has a large supply. 


This country needs no silver, but it 


can "be cheaply stored. Being an im- 
perishable commodity, at its present 
highly depreciated value, it would be 
an excellent "swap" for wheat even at 
the low price of fifty cents a bushel. 


That this wheat be destroyed, as 


some suggest," is a proposal which 
•would 
arouse bitter and vindictive 


emotions among the impoverished and 
unemployed of the world.

Since then 
the United States has held aloof prin- 
cipally because no funds have been 
available for the experimental work 
necessary in the development of high 
speed racing planes. 
- England, Italy and France have en- 
tered planes this year. Advance in- 
formation indicates that speed well 
above four hundred miles per hour may 
be expected. 


Last year one of the British ma- 


chines attained a speed of over three 
hundred fifty-seven miles per hour, a 
rather startling contrast to the Ameri- 
can official record which stands today 
at two hundred sixty-six miles. 


Why this desire for excessive speed? 


*The answer is essentially militaristic. 
American commercial planes are faster 
than those of Europe, but cur military 
aircraft have been developed with se- 
rious consideration for the factor of 
safety, so that in the matter ot speed 
"we are lagging behind the leading Eu- 
ropean poTrers. 


Speed is the^oae sound reason for 


the existence^ of aviation, particularly 
so in military air tactics. To those 
'""shock troops'' of the air in the future, 
the advantage will lie with those hav- 
ing the greatest mobility and speed.

shaded. "When the patient is awake 
he or she may enjoy gazing out of a 
window, particularly if there is a 
pleasant prospect, but the bed should 
be rolled around so tKat ffie patient 
will face another way when the 
window gazing becomes tiresome. 


Medicines or utensils or food or 


dishes must never be permitted to 
remain in the patient's sight when 
not in use. The surest mark of a 
siopny incompetent, poorly trained 
nurse is a collection of junk, reLcs, 
reminders on a table or stand in the 
sick room.

A nurse with the -welfare of her 


patient at heart never whispers in 
or near the sick room or permits 
relatives, visitors or inconsiderate 
strangers to do so. 


Simple soap and water cleanliness, 


with proper ventilation and as much 


} sunshine as may be available, will 


prevent odors about the sick room. 
There is no excuse lor unloosing 
noisome "disinfectants" or "antisep- 
tics." If a deodorant or a disinfect- 
ant is necessary in any case, the at- 
tending physician will prescribe the 
proper agent. A good nurse does not 
take it upon herself to introduce 
such remedies. For the benefit of 
home nurses, I might say that one 
of the best disinfectants for any 
sort of foul or dangerous discharge 
is common "chlorid of lime" pur- 
chased in sealed tins or cans from 
any grocery, hardware or drug 
store.

The selection of the proper de- 
claration is a needlessly difficult 
one to many Bridge players. With 
two four-card suits, one a major 
and the other a minor, the for- 
mer should be bid even though 
the latter is the stronger. "With a 
four-card major and a longer 
minor, the major suit is given 
preference to the extent of bid- 
diag it ~he= headed by the Knave 
or a higher card instead of a bid- 
dable five-card minor. However, 
a sis-card diamond or club suit 
should -be preferred to a four- 
card major of average strength 
With a choice between two four- 
card majors, the spade should be 
bid. The puzzler for the average 
player is this—a hand having no 
stopper in opponents' bid, though 
four cards in the> suit, and no 
other four-card suit. In this case 
the 
lowest 
three - card 
minor 
should be bid. Of course, if 
there is a stopper in opponents' 
tramp, and at least 1 honor-trick 
in the hand, notrump is the 
answer. Even though holding a 
stopper, with a biddable four-card 
major, it is usually better to bid 
the suit.".

Today's Pointer 


Tricks 


Trick is the common unit o* 


measure, the stuff from which a!! 
oids (and plays) are built. There 
are three distinct kinds of tricks; 
—honors, low cards in four-card 
or longer suits and low cards in 
short suits. Low-card tricks are 
of value.at some bids only and not 
at others. The "ruffing"" or short 
suit kind of a trick, for instance, 
is of value only in the Dmnmv 
and only as a Supporting Hand 
to partner's trump bid. The same 
hand if played at notrump. where 
short suit tricks are non-existent 
would have a totally different 
value. 


Again, a low card established 


in a long side suit might be as 
good as an Ace at notramp but 
is worthless if the same hand is 
played at opponents' trump bid. 
Only honors are sufficiently stable 
to be used as a general yardstick 
for all hands and for all bids.

L. Chambers, 'state entomologist of 
- tne -state department of a§r!eultnre 
- and markets said today. 
-"- "Shoestring fungus develops ss a 
saprophyte on decaying wood," M-. 
'Chambers said, "and when condl- 
.iions. are favorable for Its develop- 
ment; it penetrates living roots of 
growing- .trees and twines Its shoe- 
string-like growth around the roots 
until It strangles tee tree to death. 


"Because many trees throughout 
tths state have been seriously weak- 
. ened during, the past two stammers 
due to the unusually dry seasons, 
-many Insect, pests and fungous dis- 
' eases have been able to thrive." 
. Sir. Chambers said trees attacked 
oy the ArmHIaria root, rot and sud- 
denly wCt, the foliage turning brown 
and the trees dying within a period 
two or three weeks. The black oak 
Is the principal victim but the fun- 
gus has also attacked red and white 
oaks. Many tress In state and city 
parks are succumbing to the dis- 
ease, ilr. Chambers said. 
- - Because It is beneath the son and 
cannot be reached by ordinary treat- 
rnents. the fangns Is difncclt to con- 
trol. Mr. Chambers. sara. The ento- 
mologist recommended the burning 
of trees •which are affected so as to 
prevent spreading of the fungus to 
nearby, healthy trees.

acme of the townships near here on 
Sunday and conversations -with farm 
ers has convinced the -writer that 
the. yield-of that crop -which is now 
being harvested is not more than 
15'"per -cent of the normal yearly

the growth of corn surpassed in ev- 
ery--crop raised .in past years in 
those townshipa. Xow the only sat- 
isfactory fields are in the lowlands. 
High -fields have been almost de- 
stroyed. 


"" The change from the best core 
crop ever raised in the territory to 
the- -poorest one !n a month's time 
was caused primarily by the drought 
and hot winds of the last two weeks 
in July and the first two weeks in 
August. Another agency contribut- 
ing: to the disaster are millions of 
grasshoppers. 


The drought and the hot winds 


burned up the corn, stalks and leav- 
es in the majority of the fields and 
left much of the com too short to 
cut with a com binder. After try- 
InS-"~a "binder~some farmers gave up 
the job and turned their cattle into 
the fields. 


As if to make the destructive work 
complete,'grasshoppers covered the 
fields, and attacking the tassels and 
silk prevented the pollination nec- 
essary forvthe. formation of ears. The 
hoppers are now at work destroying 
the few ears that survived their first 
attacks, gashing the stalks and rid- 
deling the leaves. 
. As a result o£ drought and grass- 
hopper damage to the corn crop the 
average silo Trill be less than one- 
jiuarter died this faH and some of 
them will be almost empty.
